[From the Farmer's Chronicle.]

A Governor in a Hay Mow—A Legislator

in a Night Gown.

The junior editor ef the Farmer's
Chronicle writes me a strictly confiden-
tial oote urging me, as one of bis old
time friends, to give him an article for
his next number on thoroughbred cattle.
The atmosphere of this old farm house
from which I write, bright now with the

house pictures, fire-sid- e scenes, and
where 1 can produce the tales I hear at
every country home I visit.

Years on years ago, the charm of life
to me was centered in a younj girl just
budding into womanhood. The girl be
came my wife, and life had a new uharm
in the home existence she created
Children came, and I had no other am
bition than to be at home, so great was
the charm. Ihe wife went from me to
a better world cniluren went trom me
to other homos, and life for a time had
not a single charm. The favorite cows
my children's pets, the old dog that com
meuced life with my marriage, the old
horse that as. a prancing piece of perfec
tion had been my wife o wedding present,
still lingered at the old farm ,nd I eould
not desert it. Ihe lore that I had for
the human seemed to turu in part to the
brute inendo, aud hence 1 became
stock fancier. I grew into an enthusi-
ast and fouud that life had another
charm. This could not last. It wa

but the reaction that was to save me
from gloom. An old man now only in
years, with heart as warm as when I first
loved, with a sacred presence always
seeming to hover about me, with the
memories of a pleasant home ever pres
en the charm ol lite to me now is to find
a home circle that looks as mine did be
fore the presiding genius left it. There
are dozens of such circles to which I
find a hearty welcome, and so great is
my happiness that I fain would have
others see it and partake of it. I al
ways go to such places with the deter-
mination to remain but two days, but
always by a series oi resolves and re-r- e

solves, manage to remain two weeks
lo one who has seen as 1 navo seen, a
home lade away from him, the spirit of
this old farm-hous- e circle becomes pe
culiarly soothing. .When a boy I built
air castles with an intoxieatino- - sort of
energy, I revel now in realities that are
pleasauter than my boyish dreams.

Without being personal, I desire to
havo the reader see our fireside here. A
young fellow "just home from Oxford
seems to me to be just now the autocrat
oi the hearthstone. 11 is lour sisters
think he is " perfectly splendid" and. lis
ten with open eyes to his slightly exag
gerated stories of college life. The fath
er and mother, and the grandmother, the
best knitting machine I ever saw ac-

knowledge bis authority, under the
suspension of rules. His two younger
brother?, in the terse lantruace of the
younser, " acknowledge nothing," and
two old gentlemen, hale, hearty and
fixty, with Judge and Hon. prefixed to
their names, depose him whenever they
come in, and this they do very frequent-
ly. The great old wood fire is always
glorious, the cider pitcher always full,
the apple bowl always piled full and
high and the supply of hickory nuts ap-

parently inexaustible. These are in-

mowing away. He looked in vain for
Governor Morrow, and, a littlo out of
humor, asked the man on the watron of
his whereabouts. The individual ad
dressed pitched his last forkful to the
mow, and tben taking off his hat, wip
ing the perspiration from his brow, said.
'I am Governor Morrow; what can I
do for you, sir?'
